A HINT WORTH KNOWING. 
For a year we,have been on the point of 
cautioning our readers against coloring their 
fences with coal tar. We bave indulged our 
own fancy with this tar—for black is a 
favorite color with us for lawn or garden 
fences; but in this indulgence; the first cost, 
which is,quite considerable, is not the only 
expenee to incur. There isa much greater 
expense, which is the destruction of the 
fence itself by reason of the tar! It would 
seem that, in addition to the increased heat 
attracted by the color, there is something 
in the tar itself which causes the speedy 
crambling away of the bemiloclf boards by a 
species of dry rot. We were greatly sur- 
prised when we discovered the fact, as it 
cpmpletely upect our ideas on the subject. 
Iastead of its being « destroyer as it turns 
out to be, we expected the tar to be a pre- 
server of the fence, especially as it was ap- 
plied hot and in large quantity. —German- 
town Telegraph. 


Swapise Oata—A specimen of very 
beavy biack oats was some months sinee re- 
esived by the C.mmissioner of Agriculture 
from Dr. Cnarles A. Leas, American Consul 
at Stockholm. Their weight was con- 
siderably more than forty pounds per bushel, 
end their appearance so promising as a 
bealthy and hardy variety, that an order 
was given for a quantity for distribution 
among farmers. The oat crop has suffered 
much, of late years from disease and de 
teridration of seed, and new seed may pos- 
sibly prove en immense enhancement to the 
valac of the crop The price of oats is now 
very high; their use in preference to corn 
is absolutely essential to the health and 
vigor of horses, and a greatly increased pro- 
duction is a very decided requisite of the 
agricultural industry of the country.
